should not false sides, but should preserve 
striul neutrality between tbo two. Ho didn't 
nay tlmt as an honorable man be scorned to 
tell bis subordinates bow to vote. 
Ho did 


not sny that .as H federal officer ho could not 
interfere iu politics. Ho did uot say that he 
would not oxort bin influence over tho voters 
tho government put under his charge to help 
n Konublifiui against A Democrat or Jlopub- 
lican friond ngainst a Kopublican enemy, 
lie only wiid that as Messrs. Hayes and Frost 
wero equally friendly to him ho should not 
discharge any servant of tho general gov- 
ernment because ho voted ono wfty or tho 
other. 


Tho eviis caused by tho participation in 


politics of the federal officers in Louisiana 
needs no extended notice. If Casey and 
1'ackard aud Dnroll had minded their own 
business two years ago tbcro is no reason 
to suppose that tho troubles of tho Pelican 
state would not long ftgo havo been healed. 
But they woro allowed to take an active part 
iu city and state politics and by tholr ofll- 
ciftl connections (hoy succeeded in deceiving 
the President and compromising tho general 
government.,' They havo defied tho will of 
tbo peoplo, protected fraud and compelled 
tho United States troops to perform tho 
dirtiest work that was 
over assigned to 


them. 


But the Republic is uot content with giving 


federal officers tho right to work individual- 
ly for tho party's good.

and compel officers aud mon, under throats 
of discharge and tho guardhouse to vote for 
A, B or C according to the directions of 
somo state central committee ? And is it not 
just, as bad to march tlireo or four hundred 
navy yard employes to the polls aud compel 
thom to vote ono way or another under a 
well understood, though perhaps not openly 
spoken, threat of discharge ? 


Tho reason our army officers have general- 


ly maintained such high reputations for 
fidelity to the trusts committed to them nud 
for unblemished ofllcial characters is that 
they aro obliged to keep out of polities. If 
wo would over have a civil Ecrrieo that can 
bo uamed without a blush wo must convince 
nil civil servants thai, liko military servant?, 
they arc servants of the country and uot of 
a party.

first two wo know nothing. 
Messrs. Bliss 


and Davenport may bo very estimable in- 
dividuals in tbcir private capacities,but they 
took au active part iu lobbying through tho 
Albany lagislaturo ono of tho irorat char- 
ters for Now York that was over devised 
for auy city and they did it uot for tho sake 
of tho city, but to retain power iu the hands 
of certain men,or at best,in tho hands of ono 
faction of a certain party. Aud farther- 
nioro, it ia undoubtedly true that theso 
gentlemen were aided iu their Albany wire- 
pulling by the prestige aud influence which 
their connection with the general govern- 
ment gave them. 


Tho Republic denounces a.i au act of 


grave injustice to thcso excellent gentle- 
men tbeir exclusion from participation in 
city and state politics. But if thcso persons 
arc valuable additions to the political forces 
of Now York is it not an injustice to them 
and to the people to exclude them from 
holding local ofllccs? "Why should not Gon. 
Arthur be allowed, if bo and tbo voters wish 
it, to bo on alderman? Why should not Gen. 
James bo eligible to a sent on the board of 
police coiumisfiionort;, and why should Mr. 
Bliss be debarred from holding the district 
attorueysliip and a seat in the legislature at 
the same time? 


The President has soon something of the 


evils of allowing federal officers to influence 
local politics and has taken a step in tho 
right direction by forbidding them from hold- 
ing municipal or statt; ofiices. This is a 
step in the right direction, but it. is a half 
way measure. Federal officers should un- 
derstand that just so soon as they make 
themselves useful to cither party tbeir res- 
ignation will be acceptable. Tho general 
govern m out has ito business to favor ono 
party more than another aud no man has 
any right to IIHO hifl influence nn u federal 
office holder to favor ono man or clique or 
oppose another. 


If it iu not unjuKt to deprive mi officer of 


tho army of all his political privileges Is 
it unjust to do tho SRHIO by a collector of 
customs, a marshal, a postmaster or ft dis-

trict attuinoy ? IH it right that the influ- 
ence of the Koiitrnl government should bo 
brought to hear on the question of who shall 
be mayor of a city or who nhall represent a 
district in Iho legislature or in Congress? 
Tho Ciosnrism that ia rapidly growing In 
thin country, that needs to bo guarded 
against, in not tho Ciusurium of one man, but 
tho Ciu'iiirimu of a nut of men that in called 
"tho ndminiulmtion.''

relative to tho roccut alleged murder of five 
Osage Indians by Kansas militia, have sub- 
niitted their report to tho Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs. 
They find as tho result of a 


soarcliing investigation, that tho attack on 
these Indiaus was unprovoked awl utterly 
unjustifiable. 
The 
Osagos were fow in 


number, wcro away from reservation on 
leave hunting buffalo, had engaged in 110 
hostile demonstration, and wcro fired upon 
without cither past or present provocations. 
Tho statements of tho captain of militia, 
made at different times, aro found Keif-con- 
tradictory and nt variance with all surround- 
ing circumstances and probabilities. Tho 
commissioners presume that when tho at- 
tention of tho avilhorities of Kansas is called 
to the evidence in tho case, they will not 
hesitate to direct tho return of tho property 
captured from these friendly Indians, and it 
is recommended that in any event the gov- 
ernment of the United States see that tho 
Osages are reimbursed.
